or shopping or wherever we may 
have occasion to be in public. We 
will be seen by far more people 
than with whom we have oppor- 
tunity to speak. In 1 Peter 3 we find 
this is done by leaving off all out- 
ward adorning of our person, that 
the hidden Man of the heart may 
be seen. Some one has said we 
should look decent, yet as attrac- 
tive as possible. Yet, since we can 
attract God only with “the orna- 
ment of a meek and quiet spirit,” 
this would manifest the “old man” 
and attract the “old man” in oth- 
ers. While on the other hand, a 
physical appearance that is delib- 
erately dirty and unkempt will not 
suggest to anyone that it is the 
temple of God. A very good rule 
to follow is to wear nothing you 
would not expect Jesus to wear or 
admire in others! 

Quite often we hear the expres- 
sion, “Actions speak louder than 
words.” This is very true! Again 
we will have more opportunities to 
witness in public by our actions 
than by our speech. 

The world will see we no longer 
behave ourselves unseemly nor 
do we visit places of amusement 
of which we know Christ would not 
indulge. As Peter said, “They think 
it strange that ye run not with 
them to the same excess of riot.” 

1 John 2:6 gives us this rule to 


follow: “He that saith he abideth 
in him ought himself also so to 
walk, even as he walked!” 


The central belief of the Chris- 
tian religion is that'Jesus shed His 
blood and died on the cross to 
cleanse us from sin; He then arose 
on the third day to give us life. 
As Romans 5:10 says, “For if, when 
we were enemies, we were recon- 
ciled to God by the death of his 
Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life.” 


The Easter season is to commem- 
orate the death and the resurrec- 
tion of our Redeemer. At this time, 
we who are redeemed by the blood 
should take inventory of the words 
that habitually come from our 
mouths and see to what extent 
they testify of a new life in Christ!

ue into mid-1960,” say the 

economic experts. Does this 
give us reason to rejoice, or rather 
should we greet the prediction with 
concern? 

On first thought, the prospect of 
continued business prosperity cre- 
ates a feeling of security as we say 
to ourselves: “At least we will get 
to eat for another year; we will 
have the opportunity to finish pay- 
ing for our new automobile; we 
can pay the notes on the television 
and on the modern appliances we 
have recently bought.” We think 
about the economic advancements 
we might make, like moving up the 
social ladder, securing a better, job, 
or moving into the suburbs in a 
new sub-division. Yes, the prospect 
may look bright, but there is a 
grave note of caution that should 
be sounded. 

Christ in His parable of the great 
feast gives us three excuses which 
might symbolize a successful secu- 
lar society. The farm might sym- 
bolize possessions and investment. 
The oxen and plow could well rep- 
resent industrial power and tools. 
The wife speaks of our social re- 
lationships. All these areas are fun- 
damental to the full life, but in 
themselves are idolatry. Certainly 
man cannot live without the farm, 
but the farmer should always real- 
ize that he could not have a suc- 
cessful farm without God who 
sends the sun and the rain. We 
must have the oxen, for their pow- 
er is needed for production. How- 
ever, aS soon as we say, “This is 
mine,” and begin to worship the 
products that our hands create, 
then livelihood usurps the place of 
life. Life is then no more abundant, 
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for there is a constant struggle for 
more and more. Naturally, man 
would find it hard to live without 
the basic unit of the home, and the 
job of perpetuating the human race 
depends upon the sex instinct. 
However, when sex becomes the 
center, it soon becomes an obses- 
sion, then excess, and finally per- 
versity and sadness. 

A sign on a furniture store said, 
“Home comes first,” which is a fit- 
ting slogan of the modern cult of 
comfort, ease, and luxury. Yet 
when the home is put before our 
personal Christian lives and our 
service to God, then our homes can 
only become dens of disappoint- 
ment, and the luxurious comfort 
for which we have toiled such long 
hours offers little consolation to 
our frustrated minds. 

In all sections of the United 
States, pastors and church work- 
ers are being harassed not by per- 
secutions, not by blatant sins, not 
by great shortage of finance, but 
by overworked, overtaxed, over- 
lulled, overeating church members 
who are overburdened with finan- 
cial obligations. The entire family 
is working. There is no time for the 
mid-week prayer service. The 
washing has to be done on that 
night, or the kitchen has to be 
scrubbed, or by the time everyone 
comes in from work and has sup- 
per, it is too late to get ready and 
come to church. “Does every mem- 
ber of the family have to work?” 
you may ask. Certainly, for the 
new home must be paid for. The 
old furniture just would not do in 
the new house, so there is the new 
furniture (and it’s the best that 
money can buy). The old car did

of our Lord is at hand. His- 
tory of the Holy Ghost dispensa- 
tion is making its last chapter. 
God told Daniel to “shut up the 
words, and seal the book, even to 
the time of the end.” Then He told 
him of signs which would cause us 
to know when the time of the end 
would be: “Many shall run to and 
fro, and knowledge shall be in- 
creased.” True servants of God 
should recognize these two end 
signs perfectly. If we are obeying 
God, we are going into highways 
and hedges giving out the Word 
and praying for God to send such 
conviction that wherever it falls, 
people will be compelled to come in. 
Knowledge is increased. Think of 
all the inventions, colleges and in- 
stitutions of learning in our land 
today. Most wonderful of all, God 
is revealing hidden truths; it is giv- 
en unto His children “to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom.” Many 
of God’s consecrated servants 
spend sleepless nights and food- 
less days, praying for knowledge 
and “understanding according to 
His word,” because many are being 
deceived as false teachers with doc- 
trines of the devils are going to and 
fro, deceiving and being deceived. 
As God’s children are inspired 
and are learning the truth through 
the work of the Holy Ghost who 
leads and guides unto all truth, so 
are people who have left their first 
love and do not love the truth, are 
being inspired by the spirit of the 
father of all lies. They are getting 
a strong delusion, believing a lie 
and are being damned; they err, 
not knowing the Scriptures.

Faith cometh by 
hearing or reading the Word of 
God. If you feel no condemnation 
as you show preference for what 
the world has to offer instead of 
prayer and studying the Word, 
remember God said, “My Spirit will 
not always strive with man.” This 
statement does not apply to sin- 
ners only. If you are qualified for 


sin, when it is finished, bringeth 
forth death,” James 1:14, 15. If we 
are in God’s will, we will strive to 
restore a fallen one and speak evil 
of no man (Titus 3:2). 

When the whole council of God 
is declared and people become 
wholly dedicated to God with a real 
burden for souls, we will soon see 
revival fires burning. When Chris- 
tian men are head of the house, 
homes will have family altars, a 
bulwark against evil forces invad- 
ing the home, and the children 
will grow up in the way they shall 
go. God said of Abraham, “I know 
him, that he will command his 
children and his household after

the rapture, you are fully surrend- 
ered to Him and will “shun the 
appearance of evil.”

If you spend precious mo- 
ments reading worldly fiction, that 
is a sure sign that you love it, and 
if you fail to repent, you are guilty 
before God. Let him that is without 
guilt cast the first stone to him 
who allows the tempter to place a 
false infatuation in his or her heart 
for the wrong person. In God’s eyes 
“all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father” (1 John 2:16). “But 
every man is tempted, when he is 
drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed. Then when lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin: and

him, and they shall keep the way 
of the Lord,” Genesis 18:19.

elaborate on the necessity of 

revival, looking at the exist- 
ing condition of our churches. Can 
a true revival of holiness penetrate 
unconfessed sins, unbelief, prayer- 
lessness, unconcern, hypocrisy, and 
worldliness? When these sins that 
have polluted the church are 
drained off, the Holy Spirit can 
flow like a river through our 
churches, and a revival can be ex- 
pected. I would like to deal with 
some things that are hindering 
our churches from having real re- 
vivals. 

Revivals cannot and will not 
come if Christians are in a back- 
slidden condition with no desire to 
do any better. When hatred has 
taken the place of love and fear 
has robbed faith of its virtue, the

devils laugh and the demons hold 


a jubilee. How can God bless in 
such conditions? We might as well 
expect it to rain $1,000 bills as to 
expect revival under such circum- 
stances. 

Dissension, jealousy, gossiping, 
backbiting, and evil speaking 
among Christians are hindrances 
to revival. We pray useless prayers, 
“Oh, God, save sinners!” We need 
to pray, “Oh, God, save church 
members.” Proverbs 28:13 reads, 
“He that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall have mercy.” 
Ministers, let us not be afraid to 
preach repentance to Christians. 
We need more heart-felt preaching, 
dealing with sin. We can discern 
that many churches are crippled 
through concealed and unconfessed 
sin. Jesus called this hypocrisy. 
“Beware ye of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy,” 
Luke 12:1. The outside appears 
righteous, but the inside is full of 
dead men’s bones. When the powers 
of hell begin to triumph over the 
saints of God, it is time to bow be- 
fore God, agonizing in prayer for a 
revival. Christians, are you going 
to sleep while the devil marches as 
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a roaring lion, seeking souls to de- 
vour them? 

Christians must pray. When we 
know a thing is in God’s will, we 
need to press our petition through 
the opposing forces of wickedness 
and touch the throne of God. The 
same God that poured out His 
Spirit and sent a revival among the 
early saints still lives today and 
will pour out His Spirit upon us. 
The Bible teaches in Acts 10:34 that 
God is no respecter of persons. In 
the third chapter of Malachi, He 
said, “I am the Lord, I change not.” 
So it isn’t God’s fault if we have 
no revival. 


Prayer is one of the most talked 
about subjects from the pulpit to- 
day, and, I dare say, it is prac- 
ticed the least. We talk about pray- 
ing and fasting. Talk is cheap. 
There will be no revival until we 
put our talk into action. Mention 
praying through to some professing 
Christians, and they complain 
about your insinuating that they 
have backslidden. Revival need not 
be expected until those who think 
they are close enough to God let 
the Holy Ghost convict them of be- 
ing backslidden in heart. The Bi- 
ble says in James 5:16, “The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much.” When 
righteous men and women call up- 
on God, God hears and answers 
prayer. 

Lack of desire for Bible reading 
has caused Christians to become 
cold and unconcerned. When we 
have more desire to read other 
things than to read the Bible, re- 
vival cannot be expected. Seeming- 
ly we find time to read news- 
papers and magazines, but we 
have. little time for Bible reading. 
We have starved our souls by read- 
ing fiction, novels, and ungodly 
literature. No wonder we have no 
revival. 

Worldliness has taken the place 
of old-time heartfelt salva- 
tion among many Christians. 
When preachers and laity spend 
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their time watching television, 
bowling, skating, or golfing, reviv- 
al cannot and will not come. 

Oh, we need a revival among 
ministers. How do we expect our 
congregations to do any better 
than we do! Nowhere in God’s holy 
infallible Word do we find where 
Christ or any of His disciples sanc- 
tioned anything that would not 
benefit the kingdom of heaven. 

If we get converts, how are we 
going to keep them? We say that 
some of these things aren’t world- 
ly; the motives behind the things 
make them worldly. We claim it 
is not the places people go or the 
things that they do that are world- 
ly, but that it is the attitude they 
have. In other words, Christ should 
be put first, before these other 
things. If we teach this doctrine, 
people can attend almost any 
worldly amusement place, when 
there is not revival, Sunday School, 
morning worship, Sunday night 
services, or Wednesday night 
prayer meetings, and they can say, 
“These things aren’t keeping me 
out of church, and my pastor says 
as long as nothing keeps me from 
church, I am ali right.” We might 
as well adopt the modern church 
methods and say movies, ball 
games, skating rinks, golfing, bowl- 
ing, pool rooms, and other world- 
liness are all right as long as we 
put God first. Jesus said, “A man 
cannot serve two masters.” We 
cannot participate in anything of 
the world and expect revival. James 
1:27 says, “Pure religion and un- 
defiled before God and the Fa- 
ther is this, To visit the fatherless, 
and widows in their affliction, and 
to keep himself unspotted from 
the world.” What kind of influence 
are we going to have over sinners? 


I am not trying to be fanatic. 
There are many other things I 
could be writing about, but these 
so-called insignificant world- 
ly things have helped to cool our 
churches. If this isn’t it, please tell 
me what is doing it. We used to 
preach against the worldly things 
in which we now participate; we 
had revivals and souls were saved. 
Now we have adopted things into 
our church that twenty years ago 
we preached against. Anything 
that Jesus would not do, we had 


better not do it. The Bible says 
that Jesus was an example unto 
us, and we should follow in His 
steps. Can you imagine finding 
the footprints of Jesus in any place 
of worldly pleasure? If we are go- 
ing to do the same old things that 
we did before we got saved, what 
did Christ save us from? The Bi- 
ble says that old things would pass 
away and all things would become 
new. If we are a friend of the 
world, we are an enemy of God. 
No doubt, there will be professing 
Christians who will have led sinners 
into hell, and the sinner will curse 
them for leading them astray. 
Pride, envy, levity (taking God 
lightly), lying, cheating, hypocrisy, 
bad temper, hindering others from 
being useful, unrighteousness, for- 
nication, wickedness, covetousness, 
maliciousness, murder, debate, de- 
ceit, boasting, disobedience to par- 
ents—these things will stop God 
instantly from sending revival. 


Foolishness, idle talk, and pagan- 
ism will hinder revival. Can you 
imagine Christians telling their 
dirty jokes, jesting, and talking 
their foolish, filthy talk with the 
same mouth they use to preach the 
gospel? The Bible says in James 
3:11-13, “Doth a fountain send 
forth at the same place sweet wa- 
ter and bitter? Can the fig tree, 
my brethren, bear olive berries? 
either a vine, figs? ... Who is a 
wise man, and endued with knowl- 
edge among you? let him shew 
out of a good conversation his 
works with meekness of wisdom.” 


Christians, our lives will either 
influence sinners to accept Christ 
or to reject Him. We are written 
epistles read of all men. We should 
be concerned about a real Holy 
Ghost, heaven-sent, devil-defying, 
earthshaking revival that will lift 
Jesus to a lost, dying, hell-bound 
generation. 

You say, then, how can revival 
come? The Bible says in 2 Chron- 
icles 7:14: “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall hum- 
ble themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.” When a 
church bows before God, seeking 
His face in all humility, turning 


from all wickedness unto pure, un- 
defiled holiness, God will come 
down, devils will shake and fear, 
demons will shriek and cry out as 
they depart from men and women 
who have been in captivity. Mourn- 
ing will be turned into shouting; 
angels in heaven will rejoice. 
Churches will become triumphant 
over satanic invasions from hell, 
and hurl them back into the pit 
from whence they came. Ministers 
will be as flames of fire. The Word 
of God will be as a sword, dividing 
the goats from the sheep. Miracles 
and healings will be prevalent. An 
outburst of revival will sing from 
the lips of the children of God, 
“Thank you, Lord, for reviving us 
again that thy people may rejoice 
in thee.” The backsliders, agnos- 
tics, scoffers, and heathen will 
know that God is moving through- 
out the land, and will fear to tres- 
pass in their sins any longer. This 
is the kind of revival God will send 
when Christians meet God’s terms. 
If you want a revival to come, lift 
the standard of holiness and let 
the sinner see Christ in your life 
that he may be wdn to God. 

Let us not continue to rock our- 
selves to sleep while the devil 
snatches souls around us into hell. 
Let us awake and blow a trumpet 
in Zion that will cause God’s 
Church to get a vision of the lost. 
Picture a church—your church, 
my church—with the preacher and 
the congregation in their places; 
the door opens and a man enters 
with a trumpet in his hand. Sud- 
denly the air is rent with a shrill, 
penetrating blast that causes blood 
to run cold. Not a drowsy, drugged, 
half-asleep, unconcerned saint is 
left in the room. Conviction has 
awakened his soul and shaken him 
to his feet. Revival is in the air. 
Christians begin to prostrate them- 
selves before God with tears flow- 
ing as rivers of water. Prevailing 
agonizing prayer has gone into ac- 
tion. Now revival can be expected! 
Hallelujah! Glory to God! The cry 
of newborn souls can be heard in 
Zion. We can hear the sound of 
abundance of rain.

such importance that God should take a 
special liking to it? To explain this, let us 
go back to Genesis 1:1, 2. “In the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth. And the earth 
was without form, and void; and darkness was upon 
the face of the deep. And the Spirit of God moved up- 
on the face of the waters.” There was nothing there 
that could attract from the standpoint of beauty. 
Darkness was upon the face of the deep and a void 
everywhere. Why then, did God love this world so? 
In analyzing the passage, let us get a closer look 
at the picture this passage portrays. Verse 2 says, 
“And the earth was without form, and void; and 
darkness was upon the face of the deep.” (Strong’s 
Exhaustive Concordance quoted by Dake analyzing 
the Hebrew) says, that the word was comes from the 
Hebrew word hayah, which being interpreted means 
(came, came to pass, became, and becamest). The 
phrase without form (Hebrew Tohu, meaning waste), 
the word void (Hebrew Bohu meaning empty, un- 
distinguishable ruin). In reading the verse now, the 
picture becomes a little clearer and we see that there 
was something more about earth that God loved. ‘Let 
us read it as the Hebrew original writing puts it. 
“And the earth (became) without form (waste) and 
void (ruined), and darkness was (came) upon the 
face of the deep.” 

This implies that earth must have had a drastic 
change from beauty to desolation, from a useful, in- 
habited world to a wasted and ruined earth. Let us 
see if we can prove this statement by the Bible. God 
spoke to Job one day and said, “Where wast thou

when I laid the foundations of the earth? declare, 
if thou hast understanding. Who hath laid the mea- 
sures thereof, if thou knowest? or who hath stretched 
the line upon it? Whereupon are the foundations 
thereof fastened? or who laid the corner stone there- 
of? When the morning stars sang together, and all the 
sons of God shouted for joy?” (Job 38:4-7). 

Why all this rejoicing? Isaiah 45:18 answers, ‘For 
thus saith the Lord that created the heavens; God 
himself that formed the earth and made it; he hath 
established it, he created it not in vain, he formed 
it to be inhabited.” Something must have happened 
after the first verse of Genesis where God created 
the heavens and the earth which caused such re- 
joicing among all the sons of God. Here we find the 
morning-star choir singing together, with pomp and 
ceremony beyond all description. There is no dark- 
ness, no ruin; all is beauty. We see the greatest Archi- 
tect, the greatest Lover, taking time out to personally 
supervise and direct the building of the heavens and 
the earth. God didn’t pick this world out at random 
and place man upon it. He constructed it especially 
to be inhabited. It was His intention that this earth 
remain a beautiful jewel, a special dwelling for His 
beloved. This earth He made a special isle in the 
vastness of the universe, a paradise, and a garden 
to which God could come and walk by the side of 
His children whom He “so loved.” 

Every crashing breaker that surges along the surf 
and reaches out with watery arms up the beach says 
to man, “God so loved the world.” The thunder booms 
in the heavens, the lightening flashes ,the wind criese 
out in gale force, “God so loved the world.” The song 
of the nightingale, the hum of the hummingbird, the 
roar of the lion, all say, “God so loved the world.” 
The highest mountains with their perpetual snows, 
the tiny rivulets, the mighty rivers, the thunderous 
falls, the deepest canyons, the vast forests, all pro- 
claim in their own way, “God so loved the world.” 

If we could look upon the nations from a place of 


observation and see all the peoples of earth in their EJ 
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own habitations and hear the many different lan- 
guages, we would say, “God certainly has a lot of love 
to be able to love so many different people equally.” 
We can visualize God’s love to us, a civilized and edu- 
cated people, but God loves those who are not quite 
so fortunate as we. God loves the heathen who live 
in the most remote places of earth. Here we see a 
family bring an infant to be dedicated to God and we 
say, “Surely God must love that family.” But we must 
realize, on the other hand, that God loves that woman 
who doesn’t know anything about His love. The only 
love she knows is the burning desire within her bosom 
to appease the wrath of the gods by casting her new 
born baby to the crocodiles. Her only knowledge of 
God is that there is within her a desire to worship a 
supreme heing, one who can bless and protect her 
family from plagues, diseases, famines, drouths, and 
dangers. God loves that maiden and would have her 
come to the knowledge that God doesn’t require the 
blood of her infant son as a sacrifice. Also, He would 
have her know that the Lord God Almighty will love, 


protect, bless, and help her without self-inflicted 
tortures. 


The Apostle Paul said in Acts 17:24-28, “God that 
made the world and all things therein, seeing that 
he is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands; Neither is worshipped with 
men’s hands, as though he needed any thing, seeing 
he giveth to all life, and breath, and all things; And 
hath made of one blood all nations of men for to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation; That they should seek the Lord, if haply 
they might feel after him, and find him, though he 
be not far from every one of us: For in him we live, 
and move, and have our being; . . . For we are also 
his offspring.” 

The thought that strikes me so is, Paul said, “Of 
one blood made he all nations of men.” Why so many 
nations? “For to dwell on all the face of the earth.” 
Then he goes on, “and hath determined the times 
before appuinted, and the bounds of their habitation.” 

My soul thrills when I realize God’s plan and pur- 
pose for man. The Apostle said, “God hath deter- 
mined the times before appointed, and the bounds 
of their habitation,” each nation with its own peculi- 
arities, each with its similarities, resemblances, likes 
and dislikes, and each with its bounds and regions 
of habitation. The human family and the plant life 
of earth resemble as to habitate. In botany, the science 
of plant life, we find, as in the human race, many 
varieties. Though they are all plants, they do not all 
grow under the same conditions. The magnolia fre- 
quents the warm climate of the South. The poppy 
enjoys the climate of California. The orchid seeks 
out the humid atmosphere of the tropics, while there 
are many types of flowers that enjoy poking their 
heads out through the snow. 

Our consistent and all-wise God created man for 
and equipped lim for his surroundings so that the 
whole earth shvuuld be dwelt upon. At no time does 
He forget that they are all human and that He would 


Ee) have them saved. For God is not conscious of the 


class or race of people whom He will save. Only those 
who recognize and appreciate His love by accepting 
His Son as their Saviour are saved. This opportunity 
is afforded to all who avail themselves of God’s grace 
and love. 

Jesus teaches us a lesson in Matthew 25:14-30, “The 
kingdom of heaven is as a man traveling into a far 
country, who called his own servants, and delivered 
unto them his goods. And unto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one; to every man ac- 
cording to his several ability; and straightway took 
his journey.” Here Jesus compares the kingdom of 
heaven to a householder and his servants. All are 
servants, but not all servants have the same ability. 
The Scripture says, “to every man according to his 
several ability,” not according to his class, because 
all are servants. But, in the 30th verse, they are re- 
warded according to what they have accomplished 
and not according to the amount they retained. The 
servant in the 18th verse took his one talent, “went and 
digged in the earth, and hid his lord’s money.” Then 
he said in the 25th verse, “I was afraid, and went 
and hid thy talent in the earth: lo, there thou hast 
that is thine.” But the lord of that servant answered 
in the 28th verse, “Take therefore the talent from 
him, and give it unto him which hath ten talents. 
For unto every one that hath shall be given, and he 
shall have abundance: but from him that hath not 
shall be taken away even that which he hath.” 

I have said the above because I want to call your 
attention to the fact that God loves every one in the 
whole world. He does not love according to the amount 
of return He receives, nor the amount of return to 
be compared to one another, but according to the 
amount of return as to the ability of each servant 
to perform His will. 

Yes, God loves the greatest company of people and 
proves it by allowing each person in whatever part of 
earth he may live to come freely and express his love 
openly and without restraint. God is not influenced 
by an over abundance of gold, nor silver, neither is 
He touched by the sight of a mansion. The Scriptures 
teach us in Isaiah 66:1, 2, “Thus saith the Lord, The 
heaven is my throne, and the earth is my footstool: 
where is the house that ye build unto me? and where 
is the place of my rest? For all those things hath mine 
hand made, and all those things have been, saith 
the Lord: but to this man will I look, even to him 
that is poor and of a contrite spirit, and trembleth 
at my word.”

Prosperity led Israel into 
idolatry. Luxury and the love of 
comfort ate the foundation from 
under the Roman empire. Material 


prosperity has led strong men into 
destruction. Think of how Lot, 
Saul, Solomon, and hundreds of 
others have been blinded and de- 
stroyed by its golden glitter. 

The deadly scourge of compla- 
cency follows in the train of pros- 
perity for in the message of the 
Spirit to the church in Laodicea, 
the Spirit quotes the church as 
saying: “I am rich, and increased 
with goods, and have need of noth- 
ing.” But listen to the solemn in- 
dictment as it still echoes down to 
us today in stern reproof: “...

wretched, and miserable, and poor, 
and blind, and naked... .”

lasting” (Psalm 139:23, 24), so let 
us pray until our will is in accord 
with His will. 

Do we love our neighbors as our- 
selves and do unto others as we’d 
have them do unto us?

them,” Genesis 6:5-7. If God re- 
pented that he made man because 
of man’s wickedness before the 
flood, and destroyed all but Noah’s 
righteous family, then today how 
great will be our calamity since 
Jesus shed His precious blood to 
sanctify mankind. 





Almost every crime committed 
has been preceded by evil imagi- 
nations.

Russians Probe for Religion 
at U. S. Fair 


MOSCOW (EP)—‘“Are the Amer- 
icans really a believing nation, or 
are they interested oniy in cars 
and color TV?” “Why are there 
so few religious exhibits?” “Is the 
Bible really a best-seller in Amer- 
ica?” These questions and hun- 
dreds of others bombarded des 
at the America National Exhibition 
in Moscow recently. They were say- 
ing, in effect, that the blatant ma- 
terialistic theme of the Soviet ex- 
hibition was mirrored in the Amer- 
ican display in the 113-acre Sokol- 
niki which has attracted approxi- 
mately a million sightseers since 
its + ges American guides at the 
exhibit comprise Protestants, Ro- 





man Catholics, Jews and Eastern 
Orthodox church-goers. In an- 
swering questions on the United 
States’ religious life, they have 
pointed to Bibles and religious vol- 
umes in the book section; religious 
paintings on show; displays of 
modern church architecture in the 
U.S.; and films that depict various 
phases of U.S. religious life and 
activity. 

Once a frail old woman asked 
permission to hold one of the Bi- 
bles. She fondled it for long min- 
utes, and lovingly turned a page 
or two. When she finally handed 
it back she asked hopefully, “per- 
haps you will let me keep it?” Re- 
luctantly, officials informed her 
that none of the Bibles could be 
removed, so she turned and walked 
away, sad. 

“We have been pleased rather 
than disappointed by criticisms of 
our lack of religious content in 
the exhibition,” said an official. 
“They show that there is a deep 
religious longing among great num- 
bers of the Russian people. We 
could, perhaps, have shown more of 
the religious side of American life, 
but there was always the question: 
how much would the authorities 
stand for?” 


Closer UN-Vatican Ties Urged 


GENEVA, Switzerland (EP)—‘“In- 
ternational Roman Catholic organ- 
izations should have consultative 
status with the United Nations be- 
cause it provides for the expres- 
sion of Catholic thought on ques- 
tions of worldwide significance.” 

This statement was spoken re- 
cently by Msgr. Giovanni Ferrofino, 
counselor of the Papal Nunciature 
in Switzerland, at a seminar on 
“European Unity and the World 
Community” sponsored by Pax Ro- 
mana, international organization 
of Roman Catholic university grad- 
uates and students. 

Ferrofino said that Vatican rep- 
resentation in certain UN organi- 
zations is vitally important be- 
cause of the “moral power” of the 
Holy See.

U. S. Church Membership 
Hits All-Time High 
Statistical compilations often 
make for dull reading at best, but 
a notable exception the newest 
church membership study just re- 
leased in the 1960 Yearbook of 
American Churches (published by 
the National Council of Churches). 
—— of the Yearbook re- 


port: 

Church membership in 1958 rose 
to a record-smashing high of 109,- 
557,741 with 5,368,063 new names 
on church rolls—an annual rise 
of five per cent as. compared to 
the population increase of 1.7 per 
cent. These figures show that 63 
per cent of the country’s 173,374,000 
people now belong to churches or 
synagogues. In 1957, 61 out of every 
100 Americans were church mem- 
bers, and in 1956, 62 out of every 
100 belonged to a congregation. 

Official 1958 membership break- 
down: 61,504,669 Protestants; 39,- 
509,508 Roman Cahtolics; 5,500,000 
Jews and 2,545.318 Eastern Orth- 
odox. This census was prepared 
from official reports by 251 church 
bodies in 49 states, including Alaska 
and the District of Columbia. The 
Yearbook lists 260 religious bodies. 
The Church of Christ, Scientist, 
gave no report because their chart- 
er forbids “the numbering of peo- 
ple and reporting such statistics 
for publication.” 

The Methodist Church is the 
largest Protestant denomination 
with 9,670,690 members. Second is 
the Southern Baptist Convention 
with 9,202,205. The National Bap- 
tist Convention U.S.A., Inc. (Negro) 
is third with 5,000,000. Fourth is 
the United Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A., formed last year by a 
merger of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A. and the United Pres- 
byterian Church of North America. 

The nation’s Protestants repre- 
sent 35.5 r cent of the popu- 
lations while the Catholic popula- 
tion stands at 22.8 per cent of the 
total (this count includes baptized 
Catholic infants as well as adults. 
The Protestant e includes only 
those young people and adults who 
have attained membership— 
with the exception of the Lutheran 
bodies and the Protestant Episcopal 
Church which report all baptized 
members). 





The Yearbook notes that most 
Protestant members are in NCC- 
affiliated churches, joining in a 
nation-wide constituency of 33 
church bodies with more than 38,- 
000,000 communicants. 


Sunday School statistics were as 
follows: 41,197,313 members en- 
rolled in Sunday or Sabbath schools 
among the 229 churches reporting 
—a gain of 837,541 or 2.1 per cent 
over 1957. There were 274,770 such 
schools with 3,335,782 teachers. Of 
all enrollees, Protestants claim 90.8 

er cent. A closer look shows 12,- 

437 adults (24 and over) in 
Sunday School; 12,593,989 children 
(3-11); and youth between 12 and 
23 accounted for 17,370,346 mem- 
bers. Cradle roll (to age 2) totalled 
2,969,605. 

Tail-end reports indicated there 
were 309,500 places of worship; 
236,272 clergymen working in local 
churches and synagogues; per cap- 
ita giving totaling $63.27; construc- 
tion of religious buildings by ali 
the church bodies reaching $863,000, 

, or $5,000,000 lower than the 
all-time high in 1957. 

One thing seems certain: the so- 
called “religious boom” is still 
booming—judging from these fig- 
ures.
